At Cambridge 

it may become possible for one 
cow to produce 500 calves In one 
year without giving birth to a 
single one of them, by means of 
a technique which is being devel- 
oped at Cambridge University. 

The technique Involved consists 
of supcr-ovulation of one selected 
highly-brcd . cow by the use of 
gonadotopic hormones. The trans- 
plantation of the fertilized ova into 
the uteri of low-producing animals 
enables them to have calves with 
all the inherited characteristics of 
the stud cow. 

A research student attached to 
the project stated that "There is 
still a great amount of research to 
be undertaken in the field of the 
physiology of reproduction and 
this is just one Idearwhlch, if real- 
ised, will be enormous benefit to 
mankind." 

Physiology of reproduction Is just 
one of the many aspects of science 
that are being studied by over 700 
research students at Cambridge.

Neurological Advances 
Outlined by Penfield 



By ALLAN 
"Knowledge , of electricity and of 
tho neurone have advanced togeth- 
er," Dr. Wilder Penfield said in 
presenting a paper to the Pre-Mcd- 
ical Society yesterday, "Is the ear- 
liest days of the discovery. of elec- 
tricity, both .Galvanl and Volta 
worked upon that sensitive Indlcat- 
tor of electrical current,- the frog'a 
muscle. Soon, they, and the clec- 
trophyslologlsts, who succeeded 
them, discovered that an electric 
current could^ be sent up a nerve, 
thus producing sensation, and also 
down a -nerve, producing move- 
ment." 

More Important than this, how- 
ever, was the fact that the 'vibrat- 
ing' activity of the neurone seemed 
to be electrical. 

Dr. Penfield mentioned the con- 
tribution of Gall and Spurzhelm, 
tho originators of the pseudo-sci- 
ence of phrenology, in starting the 
concept of localization of brain 
functions. They theorized that the 
brain was divided into some 27 
single 'organs,' each of which pre- 
sided over different moral, sexual, 
and intellectual trails. 

"More scientific men laughed at 
such a science, and called it crazio- 
logy. The idea of localization of 
function within the brain seemed 
to them preposterous." Because of 
their attitude, Gall became a pop- 
ular martyr. , 

Early Experiments 

About 1850, Hughlings Jackson 
said that there were separate mo- 
tor centres within the brain. In 
1861, Paul Broca, a French surgeon, 
pointed out that a small Icslop in

the dominant hemisphere, in a part 
of the frontal' lobe, produced loss 
of speech (aphasia.) In 1870, Fritsch 
and Hilzig applied an electrical 
current to the frontal lobe of an 
anesthetized dog,., and observed 
movement In the leg on the oppo- 
site side to thé stimulated area. 

The science of experimental 
neurology — the analysis of the 
mechanism of the brain— had be- 
gun. 

Continued technical advances 
were making further contributions 
to thé science. ' Developments of 
sensitive Instruments which could 
measure and record changes in 
electrical potential proved invalu- 
able in studying the paths of neu- 
ral currents. This led to the devel- 
opment of electroencephaloEraphy, 
which is used extensively today 
for diagnosis and projnosis of 
brain diseases. 

At this point in his talk. Dr. 
Penfield used a series of projected 
slides to Illustrate the technique 
which is used by neurosurgeons In 
localizing brain tumors and damag- 
ed arcas.'During the course of such 
a procedure, the area of the cortex 
to be examined is first exposed by 
surgery, then different areas are 
stimulated by weak electric cur- 
rents. During the process, the pa- 
tient is conscious and can there- 
fore report sensations and percep- 
tions to tho surgeon. The patient's 
comments are recorded by a sten- 
ographer for future reference. 

When electrodes : are applied to 
different areas, the areas are num- 
bered with small tags, responses arc 
noted, and by correlating the in- 
formation thus obtained, sensory 
and motor areas within the cortex 
corresponding to various parts of 
the body are located. 

By continuing this procedure; the 
surgeons can locate the site of the 
lesion which Is interfering with 
normal functioning, 

Throughout- the opiératiôn, photo-' 
graphs arc taken, in order to pro- 
vide a permai^ent record.- Such 
records may be used for diagnosis 
in similar cases or in teaching and 
research, 

"Clinicians have also contributed 
to our knowledge of localization of 
function withiln the cerebral cor- 
tex. Their contribution has been 
made in two days: first, by, study- 
ing the effects on the human cor- 
tex of disease processes which c- 
stroy certain areas; secondly, by

Literary Art Reviewed 
In Philosophy Lecture

Professor G. Calogero from the 
University of Pisa and at present 
visiting member of McGill's Phil- 
osophy Department gave a talk in 
the Union Ballroom last night on 
"Esthetics in Modern Contemporary 
Italian Thought." 

Time did not permlL^Professor 



Calogero to consider|mâslëJ[or|^ihe 
visual arts in connc:tIon witlî His 
subject; he dealt mostly with lit- 
erary art and began by referring 
to a line written by the English 
poet Keats and intended for in- 
scription on his grave— "Here lyelb 
one whose name was writ on 
water". This can be called a meta- 
phor, and is a simple' Instance of 
esthetic, value. There is a connec- 
tion between two different worlds 
of images, the idea of death and 
the idea of writing -something on 
the water, that Is to say a concep- 
tion of unkndwn fear contrasted 
with the visible and known , ele- 
ment of water. It was necessary 
for the author to indicate something 
interminable yet he had lo do it 
through visual means. Thus there 
Is the contrast and equilibrium be- 
tween the two worlds. Both Ian-' 
guage and esthetic experience are 
implied in this metaphor. 

Elaborating this point. Professor 
Calogero commented on Stielley's 
fragment on Keats In which he 
gives an intellectual elaboration of 
his metaphor. However, this .no 
longer has esthetic value as the 
original and essential equilibrium 
between the two worlds of emotion 
and images are lost 

"Some aspects of Shakespeare are 
better understandable from this 
point of view" said the.^FrQ^ssor. 
Many of the . plays ; ' eontamj^lms 
called for largely by Shakespeare's 
invlronment;- these have no esthe- 
tic value. But wo do find plays 
upon words based' on their double 
meanings, and upon rciding the 
line a connection oX images are im-

mediately called up, very clearly 
seen from the esthetic view-point. 
Between the humourous and the 
serious meaning there is an esthe- 
tic equilibrium.. 

Again, in Shelley's "Ode to the 
West Wind" there is a transition 
from the image of a grey autumn 
morning with dry, and dead leaves 
sudde'hly lifted by the wind to a 
feeling of stricken multitudes, of 
tragedy and pestilence which is a 
remedy for the initial Image. 

Croce has said that Is impossible 
to think of anything having artis- 
tic value unless, it. is,, composed oi 
Images and^^ltegj^ TOei clatsleal 
esthetic Piâea^^êmphaslzed. 'Images, 
the modern stresses feelingi;. Both 
must be considered to . understand 
art. Images alone result in platoniu 
esthetics, and thus a useless form 
of art. But If the emotional charac- 
ter is stressed one arrives at the 
conclusion that a piece of art ha.'; 
an artistic and eloquent value — 
thus only an emotional - impact. 
Both the emotional character and 
the imagery must be considered. ' 

The modern trend Is to develop 
the relation of vision and emotion, 
considering also the equilibrium. 
This is the way Italian esthetics 
try to understand the fundamental 
character of art as representative 
of human feelings.. 

In conclusion Prof.- Calogero said 
that this aspect is. stressed in one 
of the most beautiful poems. Keat's 
"Ode on a "Grecian Urn." Tho es- 
sential elements of this and Keat's 
other poetry Is In fact, the. poetry 
of art, the enenUd^Ue of poetic 
equilibrium. jjj^^SS^^Ode, . Keats 
contrasts Ufi^jwhTcSf has to find 
accomplishment,' and art which Ms 
the liberation of men from accom- 
plishment and freeing him from 
everything not satisfied by action 
in real life. It is the poetic expres- 
sion of this character which 
esthetics, help to explain.

FBI and Jefferson 
And what would the FBI gay of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who calmly remarked in his Firit Inaug- 
ural, "If there be any among us who wish to 
dissolve this union, or change its republican 
form, let them stand undisturbed, as monunlenls 
of the salcly with which error of opinion may be 
tolerated where reason is left free to combat 
it?" 

Jefferson was not in favor of revolution; he 
was serene in the face of talk of it because he 
had confidence in our people, in our institution», 
in democracy, and in the value, powér, and re- 
sults of independent thought. 

We are now in the midst of a cold war. We 
must protect ourselves against. extcrnd(_ ç^ém- 
ics, their representatives in this eountiyi an'd any 
citiseng who may be conspiring, to ovcrihrbw'or 
betray the~g6Vcrnment. But tlie statute books 
are already filled with laws dijreclcd; lb these 
ends. It has never been show^lij^îjJicreVarc 
so many spies or trailor8|in|-Cttig^ùiitfy/ or 
that the external danger . js.f so grèWaii immin- 
ent tlL-^t we have to dtViert tliie enHiFf allenlion of 
our people into one 'great repréisiyë prcoccupa- 
tion, into one great counter-revolution in which 
the freedoms of our citiiens must be thrown 
overboard as too burdensomé for the floundering 
ship of state to carry. 

Recapture Sanily 

It i« useful to remember that Jefferson spoke 
in 1801, when our Constitution was twelve years 
old, and when the infant republic was in dread- 
ful danger from deep divisions within and from 
the wars that were raging between the great 
liowers. If he was right in speaking in such a 
way .-II iucii a time, wc cannot be far wrong if 
now, when America is the most powerful nation 
on earth, we seek to recapture some his sanity 
and courage. 

How is the educated man to show the fruits 
of his education in times like these?- He must 
do it by showing that he can and will think for 
himself. Ho must keep his head, and use it. He 
miist never push other people around, not ac- 
quiesce when he sees it done, He must struggle 
to retain the perspective and the sense of pro- 
portion that his studies have given him and de- 
cline to be carried away by waves of hysteria. 
He must be prepared to pay the penalty of un- 
popularity. He must hold fast to his faith in 
freedom. He must insist that freedom is the 
chief glorj' of mankind and that to repress it is 
in effect to repress the human spirit.

Anthouia Tsirivas 
At Dawson College

Miss Tslrivu camo to McGill University because It was recom- 
mended to her by one of her teachers in Brooklyn College as the 
best school in Canada for Engineering and Medicine. Since she Is only 
in her second year, she was enrolled at Dawson College, which did 
appeal to her at first. Now, however, Miss Tsirivas considers life at 
Dawson to be very borinf:, having very few diversions. She likes to 
converse with boys, considering them very Interesting and as having 
a greater expanse of education. 

When questioned about her life during the war years, Anthouia 
gave only brief answers, preferring to forget about the killings in 
the streets, the eruel laughter of the Nazis, the hungry people looking 
for food In garbage, and the young people looking for a good time . . . 
Even in 1947, Just before the left Greece, Anthouia saw conditions as 
being worse than at prewar times. There were cars and other means 
of transportation again: thrc were no line-ups for food or cigarettes, 
but the morale of the people was still very low. It is all of this that 
ahe wants to forget. 

With the war years behind her, Miss Tsirivas is now here at 
Dawson. Even ' as a child she was very interested in physics and 
mathematics, and in building construction. So. to fulfill her childhood 
dreams, and to help make the world a belter place to live in. Miss 
Tsirivas has decided to major In the subject she feels she Is best 
suited for, in one of the best schools InjCanada^ Electrical Engineering,

Even if the organ did not 
achieve.

The Montreal 
Elgar Choir, achieved some worthy 
success. In the Hallelujah and

os to dominate the altos and male 
voices. It is true that the placing

"Anything." said Cunliffe, "in the 
public interest can be carried by 
more than one radio station. But 
competitive program.*, tn be of any 
effect, must have a source of re- 
venue." 

"No sponsor will buy a program 
when he knows another station 
will carry It." Cunliffe stated. 

"Most important." said Dorwin 
Baird, downtown radio announcer, 
"is having some contact at UBC to 
arrange for broadcast privileges."

Praise of God 
Reflection of 
Litelligence 

"The higher the intelligence of 
the individual, the greater the 
praise rendered . to the Almighty," 
stated Father MacGuigan last night 
before members ot the Newman 
Club. 

"Accordingly different men give 
different degrees of praise .to God, 
Taking into account the relation- 
ship between Creator and creature, 
when the latter recognizes its de- 
pendence on God and manifests it, 
he becomes a perfect 'crcaTurc.' 

"The voice of conscience wlthîn 
us may raise a desire for authori- 
tative guidance, but docs not sup- 
ply It. The religious man who has 
not the blessing of revelation is led 
to look for it tor the very reason 
that .he^^bjh^eligioiis. . Every man 
who 'har^flioi the knowledge of 
Christ is on the 'looli-out.' The 
more a person tries to obey hla 
conscience the . more he becomes 
alarmed at his own imperfections, 
and he grows in self-knowledge. 
He ' tindcrstands that the voice of 
conscience is severe, and speaks 
not ot forgiveness, but ot punish- 
ment." 

Father MacGuigan went 'on to 
discuss 'original sin.' "Because of 
Adam we are deprived ot our in- 
heritance. Christianity is the rep- 
aration. Jesus Christ's act of rep- 
aration had to be threefold, ade- 
quate, authentic, and acceptable. In 
order to fulfill these conditions, 
Christ had to be God and man, as 
well as sent by God the Father. 
The merits ot the Redemption are 
distributed to man by the agency 
ot.man," he continued. 

In contrasting the opposing view- 
points ot the Catholic and Protes- 
tant faiths Father MacGuigan con- 
tinued: '.'The Catholics believe that 
Christ established a church with 
power and sacraments which sanc- 
tity, jHence,>^aner:. an infant re 
celver^tâe'^iacrament ot Baptismi he 
is no longer a son ot Adam, but be- 
comes,, by adoption, a son ot God. 

The Protestants, on the other 
hand, attack the position of the 
Catholic church. Their position is 
logical, provided their premise is 
granted and the premise is bated on 
philosophy^and^notjtiieology. Ac- 
cording to ll?em 'îï?e church Is not 
necessary, because by the very act 
of faith a man draws to himself the 
merits of Christ's passion and death. 
What led Luther, to attack the 
church as. something extraneous to 
Christianity was his own particular 
understanding ot "original sin' and 
thè nature ot men. ' 

•Father MacGuigan concluded by 
challenging his ' audjencc with the 
question: "It you were absolutely 
sure of salvation, what would you 
do with the rest of your life?" ~ 



Study of Work 
ConditionsCan 
Help Savings 

"A study ot factory working con- 
ditions by a management engineer 
can rcsiiit in' amazing production 
savings" J. Letort told a meeting of 

the Electrical Club in'the Engineer- 
ing Building yesterday. 

Mr. Lefort, who is currently as.so- 
ciatcd with Stevenson and Kelly 
Co., a firm of management cngin- 
iecrs, outlined the steps taken In 
diagnosing excessive costs. 

The engineer' makes time and 
motion studies ot the machine oper- 
ators determining the ' time taken 
for one factory operation, and the 
motions gone through by the oper- 
ator. He then simplifies' the mo- 
tions, thereby saving up to two 
seconds on a 25 second operation. 
In long range terms, this .idds up 
to thousands of dollars saved. 

Over-all mileage in a factory is 
reduced it at all possible, and tloor- 
space utilized to the utmost. 

The Standard Cost System deter- 
mines the cost of each process, and 
enables the cnKincci^to locate the 
operations which are costing too 
much. 

In closing, Mr. Letort cited, a 
case taken by his own conipniiy 

which brought a saving ot 30 per 

cent in cost, and raised wages at 

the same time.
